TOP HEAVY SPORTS 

Th> student publications of one of our 
smaller Canadian Universities has had recently 
a little spurt of controversy over a matter 
which seems lo crop up periodically, lntercol- 
leglatc sports versus Intramural sports has been 
the subjeel <".' dissention, and the right of the 
Intercollegiate teams to fatten at the ex pence 
of the interclass s|>orts in which everyone may 
lake part has been, rather surprisingly, upheld. 

As resources are somewhat limited at this 
particular University the objection of a corres- 
pondent to the 'Intercollegiate' view, has been 
met with the statement (presumable represent- 
ative), that "There is neither time, nor .the 
place, nor the money, to give interyear dport a 
greater place without seriously hampering our 
representative teams. If we are to have Inter- 
collegiate sports at all, it is only a matter of 
pride that every school will do its utmost to 
make it a success, and to do so at the present 
time this nlace needs every bit of its limited 
supply of the facilities and the money for its 
lea in." 

Apparently at this University the resources 
are not sufficient to support both types of ath- 
lectics satisfactorily to both, and the solution of 
tlie problem has been lo let ihe sports in which 
everyone may take part, give way to the more 
showy things. 

Opinion in Canada has been lending away 
from 'thfs point of view very considerably, and 
we cannot but think that this is a somewhat 
backward step in athletic policy. If both sports 
cannot be supported, then the logical thing is 
lo lei the majority of students get the benefit 
of wholesome exercise, and to leave the bigger 
institutions fight among themselves for the 
competition which they can afford. A top- 
heavy institution that balances an intercollegi- 
ate ambition on a precarious slate of what is 
really athletic repression, must both feed on 
3'eady trained athletes, and face increasing in- 
pdirfevence in its own ranks. 

Whatever happens, the intramural sport 
must never be overlooked. At McGill we arc 
-proud, of Ihe fact that .we have a far sighted 
"Athletic Board, and- that this point of- view-is 
roceiying increasing attention. — .

"University? that's the place you 
go to in between trips to Europe 
isn't if.' The Imaglnury question and 
answer may he a little far- fetched 
but Judging by modern undergrad- 
uate tendencies it will not be long 
before almost such a condition ob- 
tains. • 

The- growth of vacation travel is a 
development that ow.-s lis origin to 
number of factors Hie first of which, 
perhaps, is the desire engendered by 
studies of old world religions, phil- 
osophy, literature, ail. sciences and 
cnlturo generally to visit other 
countries and to add from personal 
experience to tho storo of knowledge. 
There may bo some desire to see If 
it Is possible to discover some dis- 
crepancy and confound a lecturer— 
but of that, the less said the better. 

Whatever the reason for the en- 
ormous popularity of vacation travel- 
ling to Kuropc there eau be no doubt 
that Its offects have been extremely 
beneficial and far reaching in their 
relation lo Canadian lite. A.s Irvin 
S. Cobb remarks in his book ".Eating 
in Three Languages" In which he 
describes the foods of England and 
the continent, ' travel certainly broad- 
ens one", and even tho broadening 
I to which he has reference, anil or 
which he offers substantial evidence, 
has its uses. 

Tho Interchange of students and 
teachers between Great Britain and 
Canada is looked upon by education- 
alists as a very significant movement 
ami this development of academic 
life owes itself to tho impetus given 
by tho student movement. 

Student travel as a factor in the 
steamship business made its appear- 
ance some six or seven years ago. 
Prior to that time there had been a 
quite considerable proportion of stu- 
dents sailing' but as they were not 
groujed In parties not much was 
known about them. Then came the 
organization of parties of students 
who, for reasons best known to them-

guides to a partial explanation of one's 
actlvo llfo. But an attempt to use 
such writings In order to deduco from 
them tho absolute reason for an* ac- 
tion Is a mere reversal of cause and 
effect, an unfair narrowing down leads 
to perverted opinion. 

On reading through tho book, one 
can senso tho fact that the author 
had preconceived Ideas about his 
three persons. A high contempt for 
Wilson's fatuity ond prejudices causes 
him to explain all his actions In 
terms of theso two jarring attributes: 
a sympathy for House's simplicity of 
nature allons him to mitigate hi 
failures by resource to the flood of 
conditions which even his high 
adaptibillty could not overcome; a 
realization of Lawrence's artistic 
temperament limits him to an appre- 
ciation of the literary merits of a 
book- whoso t ile of activities Is but a 
record of psychic experiences. Thus 
threo men aie judged from three 
widely differing standards.
